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- NEW WAGE SCALE
Offered to Wheeling Stcelworkcrs

by Manager Hubbard.

PROVIDES FOR AN INCREASE

Hanging From Ton Per Cent, and IncludesTonnage and day Men- Men
had Asked for Advance two Weeks
ago.Tlio New Scale Will go Into
Effect March 25 . Men to Adopt
Conference Report Next Sunday.

Yesterday morning, General Manager
C. Itussell Hubbard, of the Wheeling
steel works, at Benwood, submitted a
new scale for the consideration of the
steel workers' wage committee, and as
It provided for a substantial advance
In wages, not leas than 10 per cent In
any case, it was well received, although
final action cannot be tnken until it
Is agreed to at a general meeting of the
steel workers, s^t for next Saturday or

' Sunday.

About two weeks ago, the committee
met with Mr. Hubbard, submitting for

« his consideration a scale which called
for an advance of from 10 to 25 per
cent. Mr. Hubbard looked over this
scalo In the meantime, and yesterday
morning, at 10 o'clock, the committee
met with him, in response to his requeston Saturday night, and received
the scale proffered by the company. Its
provisions will not be made public by

I the committee until after the meeting
t of the men at the latter part of this
r week. It does not give the advance

wanted on all branches of work, but
a does on some, and no Increase less than

10 per cent Is offered, while more than
10 per cent will be paid on several
jobs.

e The steel mill employs about 450 men,and the advance will affect both ton0nage and day men. Recently, the
h company Increased the wages of the
,. laborers at the plate and puddling mills,' the advance being from 51 25 to SI 35 a

day, and it was not solicited by the
men. With the Increase at the steel
works, which will go into effect about
March 25, the Wheeling Steel and Iron
Company will have raised the wages of
nearly all Its employes at the Benwood
plant, and just a week ago It gave an

r EDWARD L. ROSE DEAD.
Former "Well Known Wheeling BusinessMan Dies at Now York.

^ On Saturday morning, at the Grand
hotel, New York, occurred the death of
Edward L. Rose, of Blnghampton, N.Y.,
formerly of this city. Mr. Rose was

born in Montrose, Pa., about fifty years
ago, and thirty years later he came to
Wheeling, going into business selling
typewriters and bicycles. He speculatedin oil In the "old shallow Held" in
Wood county, and was very successful
In this venture. He was prominent In
Masonic circles here, being a member of
Cyrene commandry, Knights Templar,
and Osiris temple, Shriners.
In 1893 he moved to Blnghampton, en.gaging in the manufacture of wagons,

and other business ventures, which includeda general agency for bicycles,
typewriters and sporting goods and a
cigar rolling machine company. He
was a trustee of the Chenango Valleybank.of Blnghampton, and the FultonPhoenlxNatural Gas Company, of Fulton,N. Y.. besides being a vestryman
In Trinity Memorial P. E. church, of the
former city. He was considered one of
the wealthiest and most Influential of
Blnghampton's citizens and singularly
esteemed. \
His wife and three daughters survive

e hlin .His daughters are Marlon, Alice
h and Edward. Most of his relatives live

In New York state.

5 DEATH OP ROBERT LUKE.
The "Well Known Business Man Succumbsto Heart Disease.
Robert Luke, the livery man. dropped

dead at his home, f«5 Fifteenth street,
yesterday morning about 5:20 o'clock.
He was a sufferer from Brlght's disease
for many years and this primarily
caused his sudden death. Mr. Luke had
arisen from bed and was In his room

dressing for breakfast, and death came
without warning. His son. Ilobert. who
was in an adjoining room, heard his
father fall, but life was extinct when
he entered his father's room.
Mr. Luke was in his sixty-eighth

year, and with the exception of a few
years his life had been spent in Wheeling,the city of his birth. He learned
the trade of carpenter under his father,
James Luke, who came to this city from
the north of Ireland in 1S20. After
working at his trade for a few years he
went to Texas, returning to Wheeling
at the outbreak of the war. Minus one
year he was in the livery business for
forty-seven years, twenty-seven of
which were at the present stand, 14281430Market street.
On September S/1SC2, h*» was married

to Agnes, daughter of F. B. Hornbrook,
who with four sons, as follows, survive
him: F. H., Robert. J. E. and C. X.
Luke. Of a quiet and reserved nature,
the deceased was known best by an Intimatecircle of friends, and there was
